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Results of Research into Export 
Packing Problems

OR MANY organizations, export packing represents a major headache, and many an executive 

Fiss torn his hair while pondering the problems arising from the safe and economical movement 
of goods to destinations overseas. The solution to these problems may 

difficult in the case of the smaller business whose size or turnover does not j 

its own overseas sales organization or Export Department. 


Many firms in this position employ the services of local agents on the spot throughout the world 
to market the products sent from Great Britain via shipping and forwarding agents, who attend 
to all the details and documentation necessary today to establish and maintain connections with 
foreign markets. Exporters of all sizes are finding that trouble is frequently caused by the condition 
in which their goods are reaching their destination. 


Damage Can be Averted 


D and deterioration may be caused by so many factors which, save by the expert, are 
a a understood. These may be brought about by ignorance of proper methods of preservation, 
pre-treatment and corrosion control, which have led in so many instances to manufactured goods 
being delivered in a rusty and unserviceable condition. 


It is now generally accepted that most forms of exportable goods require some form of protective 
acking during transit; the nature of this packaging on the nature of the goods. 
Neachinaiy: plant and equipment, instruments and engines all need, at ie very least, a rough form 











of crating. Much trouble has been caused in the past because this is all that they have been given. 
The viewpoint was held for many years that an outer container to the contents from damage 
ro exposure or abrasion was all that was needed. Since then the industry has grown up, 

and large sums of money have been spent independently in the hazards of various forms 


of travel. Using the combined resources of the laboratory, Phage roy ag ie research —

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materials in all manner of conditions and climates, a prototype pack 
can be evolved for approval and testing, which meets all possible 
requirements, including that of economy. Many firms also appreciate 
the fact that firm prices can be quoted for packing to include in tenders 
for Government contracts. If a firm secures the contract, the packer 
can arrange to collect the goods, and pack and despatch them to 
Government depots or docks. Where necessary, prototypes are designed 
to conform to Government specification, drawings prepared and 
development work carried out for Government approval. 

To show how far packing has advanced, until recently large and 
delicate aircraft components, such as wings, fins and elevators were 
packed for transit and storage in cases provided with internal fittings 
in the shape of contoured formers faced with felt. These were rigidly 
fixed within the case and held the components so firmly that any 
distortion of the case was directly transmitted to the component 
within. Provided the strain was slight the case would return to normal 
when removed from the conditions giving rise to the distortion and 
nothing then would remain to show that the delicate structure inside 
had been subjected to strain. 

Realizing the danger of the old packing methods, and bearing in 
mind that it is practically impossible to construct a timber container 
which will remain completely rigid under all conditions, one firm 
set out to discover a better process and in due course developed a 
system generally referred to as ‘axial’ or three-point suspension 
packing. This is primarily aimed at insulating the packed component 
from any reasonable distortion of the case, and this is the process 
that is widely accepted by Government Departments concerned with 
aircraft packing, and the aircraft industry generally. 

The recent departure of the advance party of the British Trans- 
Antarctic Expedition provided an opportunity for the packing industry 
to meet a challenge. At Sittingbourne, in Kent, a giant tracked 
vehicle weighing 34 tons, was preserved and packed within three 
days. Driven on to a specially prepared wooden base sprayed with 
plastic, it was enveloped in a giant muslin enveiope and sprayed with 
three different coats of plastic, and hermetically sealed after the in- 
sertion of a suitable desiccant. This had the effect of keeping the

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vehicle in an ‘air conditioned room’ during its long voyage as deck 
cargo through the tropics to Antarctica. The whole thing was encased 
in a giant wooden crate, and on arrival the plastic could easily be slit 
with a knife and the vehicle driven out ready for service. Here, among 
the demands made on the pack was that it should withstand tempera- 
tures of well below — 40° in high summer and winds of up to 200 
m.p.h. 

The export packing service offered today is highly scientific and 
highly efficient. What is now appreciated by the few may nut be so 
widely realized by the many, and there are a large number of exporting 
manufacturers who are unaware of the risks to their products and 
their reputations caused by packing that is less than the best—risks 
that need not be run if packing is undertaken in the light of the new 
methods and approach outlined in this article. 
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and vast practical experience — a pack can be produced to withstand 
any given set of hazards it is likely to encounter in its journey with 
full protection for the contents. 

Packing to-day is a very exact science, with no room for the hit- 
and-miss tactics of former days, and as much care is taken to produce 
a single satisfactory pack as is given to a contract job involving many 
thousands of containers. 

The industry has realized it to be a matter of ore importance 
that some of these ‘journey hazards’ are recognized and clearly under- 
stood. There is the previously mentioned danger of corrosion, which 
may actually be present on the basis metal when the product leaves 
the factory, or it may develop as a result of impact, abrasion or 
atmospheric conditions. Protection is necessary against the extreme 
range of temperatures and climates to which the packs will be exposed, 
ranging from the tropical to the arctic. Rust will affect the appearance 
and possibly impair the efficiency of the product. 


Preservation During Storage 


The packs (and their contents) must be able to stand up to the rough 
handling they will almost certainly encounter on their journey by 
road, rail and in port areas. Again, spare parts may not be used for 
several years. Meanwhile, they will lie around in storage, yet they 
must always be in perfect condition ready for immediate use. Danger 
here comes from termites, from pilferage, from salt spray or even 
from immersion in water under exceptionally bad conditions. 


From this brief outline it will be seen that the product and the 
pack must be closely integrated. Ten years ago there were few data 
available of use to packing firms, but a decade has seen a great 
transformation which has resulted in the establishment, in at least 
one instance, of a Research and Development unit, subsidized by a 
firm of export packers. Their object was to produce an economical 
and effective pack, commensurate with the value of the product. 
Obviously, it was no use designing a crate that would withstand 
numerous specified hazards but which priced itself out of the market. 


What was wanted was a fund of information not only to provide 
manufacturers with vital details concerning the packing aspects of 
their goods, but also to offer to those not possessing their own research 
facilities the opportunity for testing and developing new ideas. 


Testing Strength of Pack 


To this end, staffs of trained mechanical engineers, physicists and 
chemists have directed their efforts towards the many problems 
arising from the movement and deterioration of goods in transit, 
storage and operation. Much equipment had to be specially designed, 
but packs can now be subjected to a series of exhaustive tests on bump 
and vibration machines which can simulate the type of condition a 
crate might encounter, for example, on the tailboard of a lorry, or 
in a railway waggon. There are tropical climatic chambers, equipment 
for rain tests, immersion tests and drop tests. This latter test is 
performed on a 40 ton block of concrete, reinforced over its surface 
area with } in. steel plate to provide a resonant-free and highly 
damped surface. Electrical connections to an accelerometer inside the 
pack record the results both electrically and photographically, and 
assist in establishing definite safety factors and assessing fragility. 

Research has led to improved service. A comparatively recent 
development is ‘on site’ packing for products needing special treat- 
ment for reasons of size or security. This is done by plastic spray 
coating carried out by fully trained teams of men who are sent to any 
part of the country. This service is particularly useful for the pro- 
tection of large or ‘fixed’ equipment for long or short term outdoor 
storage. 

As business organization counts for much these days, the ideal 
circumstance is for the packer to become an integral part of the 
customer’s own production line. From the moment the goods are 
manufactured the packer can, if required, take over the whole output, 
and, under one roof, arrange all the necessary details, including 
shipping and forwarding, so that the products cause the maker no 
more concern. The goods may be delivered direct to a customer in 
any country in the world, or alternatively handed over to an agent at 
a British or overseas port. 

Good packing can represent a very real economy. Consistent high 
quality packing by a well-known firm has led to a reduction of two- 
thirds in the insurance rates normally quoted.

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Overseas Trade in December Changed Little 
From Recent Months 


THE DECEMBER trade figures were fairly closely in line with those 
for the two preceding months, and the visible trade deficit at £71-5 
million was almost identical with the average for the first 11 months 
of 1955. United Kingdom exports were valued at £253-7 million. 
This was {11-1 million less than the average for October/November, 
but as December contained only 25 working days against 26 in each 
of the previous two months, the daily rate of exports was practically 
unchanged. There were few substantial changes in the commodity 
composition of exports; shipments of wool manufactures, certain 
manufactures of and whisky were rather lower, and the recent 
downward trend in exports of road vehicles continued, but exports 
of ships were particularly high in December. 

Imports in December, at £335-9 million, showed almost no change 
from the level of October/November. Heavy seasonal falls occurred 
in arrivals of tobacco and timber, but were offset by increases, also 
seasonal, in imports of tea, cocoa, and wool. A further rise was shown

in imports of meat, butter, rubber and non-ferrous metals. Re-exports 
amounted to £10-7 million in December, a little lower than in 
October/November but nearly £1 million above the average level for 
the first 11 months of the year. 

For the year 1955 the total value of United Kingdom exports was 
£2,905 million. This was the highest annual figure so far recorded 
and represented an increase of 84 per cent. over 1954, compared with 
a rise of 34 per cent. between 1953 and 1954. The volume of shipments 
rose by approximately 7 per cent. in 1955, the remainder of the increase 
in value being due to higher export prices. The annual figures for 
1954 and 1955 were, however, affected by shipments delayed from 
1954 into the early months of 1955 by the fh os 1954 dock strike, 
and when allowance is made for this the underlying rate of increase 
in value in each of the two years was probably much the same at 
between 5 and 6 per cent. Re-exports, totalling £119 million, were 
18 per cent. more than in 1954. Imports totalled £3,886 million, an 
increase of £512 million, or 15 per cent. over 1954, compared with 
an increase between 1953 and 1954 of 1 per cent. "The volume of 
imports rose by approximately 12 per cent. in 1955, and average 
import prices by about 3 per cent. 

As a result of the greater rise in imports than in exports, the visible 
trade deficit (imports valued c.i.f., exports and re-exports valued 
f.o.b.) amounted to £862 million (£72 million a month) in 1955, an 
increase of £263 million over 1954. 

A more detailed review of the annual trade figures will be published 
in the Board of Trade Journal on February 4. 


Area Pattern of Trade 


‘Trade in December was characterized by a pote oe ae in imports 
from the sterling area; compared with the October/November 


monthly average, imports at nearly £138 million were £14 million 
higher in December. Seasonally heavy arrivals of a number of food- 
stuffs and raw materials were largely responsible for the rise. At the 
same time total exports (including re-exports) to the sterling area 
declined by £12 million from the level of the previous two months, 
the biggest fall being in shipments to New Zealand. As a result of 
these movements, the favourable balance in visible trade with the 
sterling area which had persisted in the previous four months was 
turned into a deficit of £17 million in December. 

On the other hand, the balance of trade with the non-sterling world 
improved in December. Total exports to the dollar area were nearly 
£1 million above the October/November monthly average. United 
Kingdom exports to the United States reached £19-4 million, the 
highest monthly total so far recorded, though trade with Canada 
was rather below the average level of the previous two months. Total 
exports to O.E.E.C. countries and their dependencies fell back in 
December, however, after the improvement in the month before, and 
were 34 per cent. less than the October/November monthly average, 
but exports to the rest of the non-sterling world rose by 6 per cent. 
Imports from each of the non-sterling currency areas were lower in 
December than they had been on average in the two previous months. 
Arrivals from the dollar area were 3 per cent. less, from O.E.E.C., 
countries 7 per cent. down, and from other non-sterling countries 
9 per cent. less. In consequence the visible trade deficit with the dollar 
area was reduced to £33} million in December, the deficit with 
O.E.E.C. countries fell to under £10 million, and with the rest of 
the non-sterling world to below £11 million. 


Commodity Pattern of Trade 


Exports 

Although the value of exports as a whole fell in December by 4 per 
cent. compared with the average of the two previous months, engineer- 
ing products maintained the high level of over £99 million recorded 
in October/November. This was very largely due to a sharp increase 
in exports of ships and boats; the December figure, £8 million, was 
nearly double the October/November average. Exports of mine- 
sweepers to France under N.A.T.O. offshore purchase arrangements 
accounted for most of the increase. Shipments in December in the

other divisions of engineering products were 4 per cent. lower than 
in ee eae ogee a, a reduction nevertheless smaller than was 
suffered by the other main groups of manufactures. The fall was 
chiefly in exports of cars and chassis which at under £9 million in 
December were nearly £1 million below the average of the two previous

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months. Shipments of commercial vehicles and chassis were over 
£4 million lower in December, at about £7 million. Aircraft exports 
were much the same as in October/November. Exports of non-electric 
machinery held up well in December, exceeding £40 million, while 
shipments of electric machinery, apparatus, etc., fell by only about 
£4 million, to £17 million. 

Exports of textiles were 8 per cent. and of ‘other manufactures’ 
were 9 per cent. lower in December than in October/November. 
Shipments of textiles, including wool tops, amounted to £27 million. 
Wool yarns and fabrics and tops (£0-9 million down) were rather 
more affected than cotton goods (£4 million down), while exports 
of miscellaneous textile manufactures fell by £0-8 million. Amongst 
‘other manufactures,’ shipments of chemicals declined by nearly 
£1 million in December, to under £20 million. Exports of paper 
manufactures, pottery, cement, and toys were also below the levels 
of October/November. 

The metals group suffered the heaviest proportionate fall in exports 
of manufactures in December. Manufactures of metals were the most 
affected; at £13 million in December they were 17 per cent. less than 
in October/November. Shipments of non-ferrous metals were 64 per 
cent. less in December, and iron and steel exports were reduced by 
4 per cent. compared with the October/November average. 
Amongst other commodities, whisky shipments declined by £1} 
million, to £34 million in December, and exports of refined sugar 
and biscuits were also lower. Shipments of coal and of petroleum 
were almost unchanged from the October/November level. 


Imports 

The totals of imports in each of the main classes were little changed 
in December from the average monthly rates of arrivals in October/ 
November, but this concealed some wide fluctuations in the different 
commodities. In the food, beverages and tobacco class, where imports 
in December (£124 million) were only £4 million more than in 
October/November, there was a sharp seasonal increase in arrivals 
of raw cocoa and a continuation of the upward tendency, also seasonal, 
in imports of tea, together producing a rise of £6 million. Imports of 
meat were {3 million more than in October/November, cereals 
showed a {£2 million rise, and butter was £2 million up. These 
increases were almost counterbalanced by a fall of £1} million in 
imports of fruits and vegetables, and, in accordance with the normal 
seasonal trend, of over £9 million in arrivals of tobacco. 

Imports of basic materials totalled £94 million in December, £1} 
million below the monthly average for October/November. The

biggest change was in arrivals of timber which fell seasonally by one- 
third to under £14 million in December; most of the reduction was 
in arrivals of softwood from the Soviet Union, Finland and Sweden. 
Imports of metal ores and scrap were also substantially lower in 
December, declining by 17 per cent. to under £13 million. On the 
other hand, imports of raw wool continued their seasonal upswing 
with an increase of £4 million over the October/November average. 
Heavier arrivals of raw rubber caused a rise of £2 million in imports, 
while a similar increase occurred in the oil seeds division. 

The rise of over £2 million in imports of mineral fuels and lubricants, 
to nearly £37 million in December, was more than accounted for by 
heavier arrivals of crude petroleum. Imports of coal were unchanged 
from the October/November level. Imports of manufactures, approach- 
ing £80 million in December, also equalled the October/November 
average. Arrivals of non-ferrous metals rose by £2} million, largely 
owing to higher copper prices, iron and steel imports were £} million 
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more, and imports of chemicals increased by 10 per cent. to £10 
million. These rises were offset by declines of £1 million in paper 
manufactures, over £} million in electric and non-electric machinery, 
and smaller reductions in other commodities. 


Comparing imports in the fourth quarter of 1955 with arrivals in 
the corresponding period of 1954, the biggest proportionate rise (35 per 
cent.) was in the manufactures class. Substantial increases also 
occurred in mineral fuels and lubricants (28 per cent. up) and in basic 
materials (184 per cent. up). Imports of food, beverages and tobacco 
showed an advance of under 3 per cent. 

Amongst manufactured goods, iron and steel and non-ferrous metals 
accounted for two-thirds of the increase in the class total. Imports of 
iron and steel, at nearly £11 million a month, were more than five times 
as much in October/December 1955 than a year earlier, while non- 
ferrous metals were about 29 per cent. higher, at a monthly average 
of over £20 million in the last quarter. Arrivals of electric and non- 
electric machinery together rose by one-third between the two 
fourth quarters, to £10 million a month in October/December last, 
and an increase of 25 per cent. took place in wood manufactures. 
Paper manufactures were one-fifth higher in the fourth quarter of 
1955, at £54 million a month, and there were smaller increases 
(in value terms) amongst other manufactured goods. 


Both divisions of the mineral fuels and lubricants class showed 
rises compared with the fourth quarter of 1954. Coal imports more 
than doubled, to £6} million a month in the last quarter, and imports 
of petroleum and petroleum products increased by nearly one-sixth, 
approaching £29 million a month in October/December. In the basic 
materials class, the chief component of the rise was rubber; because 
of an increase in quantity of 47 per cent. and a rise in average price 
of 52 per cent., imports more than doubled in value over the year, 
reaching £11 million a month in October/December. Imports of 
timber were also substantially greater in the last quarter than a year 
ago, rising by 37 per cent. to a monthly average of £18} million. 
Metal ores and scrap were one-third higher, at £144 million a month, 
and pulp and waste paper imports rose by £1 million a month to an 
average of £8-7 million in October/December. The only division of 
basic materials to show an important reduction was cotton, where 
arrivals declined by one-eighth from the fourth quarter 1954 level, 
to under £8 million a month in the last quarter of 1955. 


Although the total increase in the food, beverages and tobacco 
class was less than 3 per cent. over the year, there were some wider 
variations in the different divisions. Increases of one-third took place 
in arrivals of meat (to nearly £28 million a month in October/Decem- 
ber) and of unrefined sugar (to £8 million a month). The rise of 
one-quarter in the dairy products, eggs and honey division included 
an increase of one-third in butter imports and of one-half in cheese, 
partly offset by a decline in shell eggs. On the other hand, tea and raw 
cocoa imports declined by one-third in value over the year (though 
the quantity of tea imported was only 16 per cent. less). Arrivals of 
cereals and feeding stuffs were 8 per cent. lower in October/December 
than a year ago, probably beginning to reflect the good harvest in 
this country in 1955. 

Detailed particulars of United Kingdom imports, exports and 
re-exports were published on January 20* and further analysis of the 
figures will be found in the form of tables in the monthly Report on 
Overseas Trade for Februaryt due to be published on or about 
February 20.

Exports to North America 


UNITED KINGDOM EXPORTS to North America in December 
were valued at £32-1 million, the second highest monthly total in 
1955. Exports in the fourth quarter were 25 per cent. more than in 
the corresponding period of 1954 and for the year 1955 totalled 
£324-0 million, 15 per cent. above the 1954 level. 

Exports to the United States in December amounted to £19-4 
million, a little more than the previous highest figure recorded last 
October. In the fourth quarter exports were 33 per cent. more than 
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in October-December 1954. For the year 1955, exports to the United 
States totalled £183-2 million, an increase of nearly 23 per cent. 
compared with 1954. 

Exports to Canada in December were valued at £12-7 million, 
making the average for the fourth quarter 15 per cent. higher than a 
year ago. Exports to Canada in the year 1955 totalled £140-9 million, 
7 per cent. more than in 1954.

United Kingdom Position in 
European Payments Union 


Tue European Payments Union settlement for December 1955 
has now taken place. The operation disclosed a United Kingdom 
net deficit for the month of £11,023,928* (30,867,000 units of account 
equivalent to the United States dollar). This deficit has been settled 
as to 75 per cent. by a gold payment by the United Kingdom to the 
Union, and as to 25 per cent. by the granting of credit to the United 
Kingdom by the Union. 

Further payments as shown below have also been made in respect 
of the special repayments agreed between the United Kingdom and 
certain other countries with the object of reducing the United King- 
dom debt to E.P.U.:

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United Kingdom Businessmen’s 
Trade Talks in N. America 


SIR WILLIAM ROOTES, chairman of the Dollar Exports Council, is 
visiting North America for a series of top-level discussions between 
British, Canadian and United States on methods of 
increasing Britain’s trade to the dollar countries. After preliminary 
talks in New York, Sir William joined other members of the Dollar 
Exports Council in Toronto for a joint meeting with their Canadian 
counterparts, the Dollar Sterling Trade Council. 

Sir William leads one of the most powerful and authoritative 
delegations of bankers and industrialists that Britain has ever sent to 
Canada. Among the members of the Dollar Exports Council taking 
part in the Toronto talks are: 

Brigadier W. H. Crosland, Chairman of Parson and Crosland, and 
leader of the Government Mission to dollar account countries in 
Latin America in 1953; 

Mr. Julian Crossley, Chairman of Barclays Bank, D.C.O; 

Sir Charles Hambro, Deputy Chairman of Hambros Bank; 

Mr. Laurence Heyworth, a Director of Unilever; 

Sir Norman Kipping, Director-General of the Federation of 
British Industries; 

Sir Percy Lister, Chairman of R. A. Lister; 

Lord Rochdale, President of the National Union of Manufacturers; 

Mr. Henry F. Tiarks, Senior Partner, J. Henry Schroder; and 

Sir John H. Woods, a Director of English Electric. 

The Minister of State, Board of Trade, Mr. A. R. W. Low, had 
arranged to be in Canada and attend the meeting. Sir Archibald Nye, 
the United Kingdom High Commissioner, and Mr. Gordon 
United Kingdom Senior Trade Commissioner, also arranged to be 
present. 


The Dollar Sterling Trade Council, whose Chairman is Mr. James 
Duncan, President of Massey-Harris-Ferguson, consists of some 
twenty of Canada’s most prominent businessmen. 

At the joint meeting, members of the two councils are 
what practical measures can be taken by industry in both countries to 
raise the level of United Kingdom exports to Canada.

The Council’s object is to increase the flow of Anglo-Canadian 
trade and it has already done a great deal to emphasize to Canadians 
the advantages to the Canadian economy of larger imports from 
Great Britain. 

This special visit to Canada by a Dollar Exports Council delegation, 
the first of its kind, is a practical demonstration of the great importance 
which British industrial leaders attach to the immediate and long- 
term opportunities of this market. 

Sir William Rootes, accompanied by other members of the i 
will leave Canada on January 24 for discussions with the British Trade 
Promotion Centres in the United States and the British Commonwealth 
Chamber of Commerce. 

They will also meet leading American industrialists and bankers 
to discuss British problems in the United States and methods of 
increasing Anglo-American trade. 

The Chief Executive Officer of the Council, Mr, Peter Young, 
accompanies Sir William Rootes to Canada and the United States 
and will then precede him on an extended tour of Mexico, Cuba and 
Venezuela for talks with the Council’s representatives there and to 
organize the British Trade Centre which the Council, in conjunction 
with the F.B.I., is to set up this year in Caracas.

More Drugs and Medicines 
Exempt from Purchase Tax 


THE TREASURY have made an Order under Section 21 of the Finance 
Act, 1948, entitled “The Purchase Tax (No. 1) Order, 1956’ (Statutory 
Instruments 1956, No. 27). The Order extends the list of essential 
drugs and medicines exempt from Purchase Tax under the Purchase 
Tax (No. 6) Order, 1954 (Statutory Instruments 1954, No. 1608), 
which is revoked. 


All drugs and medicines previously exempt under the revoked 
Order remain exempt under the new Order. 


The Order applies to goods which are dispatched on sale by regis- 
tered traders to unregistered traders or appropriated to retail trade or 
similar purposes by a registered trader on or after January 23, 1956, 
and to imported goods entered with the Customs or delivered from 
bonded warehouse for home consumption, on or after that date.

More than sixty textile firms from all over the country will exhibit, 
making this the largest display of British nylon goods ever shown 
under one roof. In addition, fashion parades will be held each morning 
and afternoon, showing a further variety of nylon fabrics in dresses, 
lingerie, swimsuits and sportswear. The clothes have been made by 
members of the Incorporated Society of London Fashion Designers, 
the London Model House Group and well-known wholesale houses. 


Following the National Nylon Fair the Third National Men’s 
Trade Fair will be held at the Royal Albert Hall from February 13 
to 17. (Arranged by Mr. V. G. Sherren, The {National Trade Press 
Lrd., Drury House, Russell Street, London, W.C.2.) The exhibits 
will include examples of the use of nylon for men’s wear, particularly 
socks and underwear.

Average Cinema Attendance in 
U.K. Leads the World 


EVERY INHABITANT of the United Kingdom made on an average 
25 visits to the cinema in 1954. This is the highest attendance per- 
centage in the world, according to statistics contained in a report 
published on Thursday for Unesco by H.M. Stationery Office 
(Film and Cinema Statistics, price 3s.). The next highest attendance 
figure given is New Zealand, with an annual average of 18-1 visits 
per inhabitant. 

World cinema attendance is about 10,000 million per year, says 
the Report. There are more than 100,000 commercial cinernas. ‘The 
annual turnover of the world’s film industry must be close to 4,000 
million United States dollars, and some 2,000 long films are produced 
every year. Nevertheless, it is only in ~ recent years that statistics 
have become available with something like a world-wide coverage 
showing the scale of this activity in different countries, and even 
today existing statistics are scanty. 

The object of the present report is to abstract for special study a 
small number of fundamental elements in the field of international 
film and cinema statistics, and for each of these to present existing 
statistics, to examine their scope and reference and to make suggestions 
towards the adoption of certain standards and criteria designed to 
improve international comparability in the reporting of statistics. 
The report which is mainly concerned with the commercial cinema, 
deals with the production and importation of films, facilities for 
exhibition, cinema attendance and box office receipts. 

Long films are rapidly becoming an important feature of world 
trade and the report includes a sketch of the position in the period 
1950-54. It is stated that by far the largest exporter of films is the 
United States of America, whose productions reach (and in most 
cases predominate in) almost every country in the world outside 
China, the U.S.S.R. and Eastern Europe. The United Kingdom also 
exports a large number of films, particularly to the British Common- 
wealth (Canada normally imports copies of every United Kingdom 
feature produced) but also to many other countries. France and 
Italy also export widely though in somewhat smaller volume, 


Order on Marking of Imported Lighter Flints 


THE BOARD OF TRADE remind traders concerned that an Order 
in Council, requiring that imported lighter flints sold or exposed for 
sale wholesale or by retail in the United Kingdom must bear an 
indication of origin, will come into operation on February 1, 1956. 
(The Order does not apply in the case of exposure for sale wholesale 
by a wholesale dealer.)

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Minister of State’s Visits to Iran, 
Kuwait, lraq and Canada 


Mr. A, Rk. W. Low, the Minister of State, Board of Trade, returned 
on January 13 from a 14-day visit to Iran, Kuwait and Iraq. In the 
course of his visit to Iraq, Mr. Low led the United Kingdom Delega- 
tion at the first meeting of the Economic Committee of the Bagdad 
Pact. 


On his return, Mr. Low said it had been of great value to him to 
have met members of the Governments and businessmen of the 
countries he had visited (including the British representatives working 
there). There was no doubt about the opportunities in these markets 
for our manufacturers and exporters, particularly at the moment in 
capital goods; and the big developments now in hand in these countries 
would inevitably lead to an increased demand for imports of consumer 
goods and engineering products. Their markets were open over wide 
fields to full international competition. Competition was fierce and 
we must go out and beat it, 


Mr. Low was particularly struck with the friendliness shown to 
Britain by everyone he met in Iran, where he spent the main part of 
his time. 

Speaking of the meeting of the Economic Committee of the Bagdad 
Pact, Mr. Low said the main task of the Economic Committee on 
this occasion was to lay the foundations on which economic co-operation 
between the member countries could be built up, by arranging for 
the pooling of information and experience on development programmes 
and for the thorough but speedy undertaking by joint working parties 
of studies on matters of common interest. That was, in fact, what 
the Economic Committee had achieved. 


Britain hoped to play a useful part in the joint studies. An important 
part of the technical skill and advice essential to the great developments

Press Communique 


The following Press Communique was issued after the first meeting 
of the Economic Committee of the Bagdad Pact: 


‘The first session of the Economic Committee of the Bagdad Pact 
was held in Bagdad on the 10th and 11th January, 1956. Mr. Abul 
Hassan Ebtehaj of Iran was elected as Chairman, 


‘In their opening speeches, the leaders of the Delegations emphasized 
the vital importance which their Governments attached to the economic 
side of the Bagdad Pact. 


“The member countries in the Middle East represented a substantial 
part of the Moslem world and had themselves, in addition to con- 
siderable private investment, already embarked upon development 
plans upon which their Governments alone were currently spending 
at an average rate of over £350 million a year. By increasing the 
efficiency of this development, through co-operation, the sharing of 
technical knowledge, and the improvement of technical education, the 
Economic Committee could make an invaluable contribution to the rais- 
ing of the standard of living in this important sector of the free world 
and thereby help towards the stability and peace of the world as a whole. 


“The United States observer expressed the deep interest of his 
Government in the economic aims of the Bagdad Pact. 


‘In order to secure joint consideration of the economic problems 
affecting the area, the Committee recommended that special studies 
should be made by working parties of the Committee in a number 
of fields including trade relations, communications, agriculture and 
land use, joint development projects, technical education and training, 
health and other matters, on the basis of which Governments could 
take early and practical action. 


‘In addition to these studies, it was agreed to propose to the Council 
of the Baydad Pact the establishment, with United Kingdom assistance, 
of an atomic energy training centre at Bagdad for the benefit of all 
member countries. 


‘It was also agreed that the Committee should be supplied with 
information of the development plans of member countries as a means 
of pooling the experience and knowledge of each of the member 
countries for the benefit of all. 


‘Delegates expressed the determination of their countries to 
continue their own efforts to achieve their economic objectives. They 
emphasized the value of economic co-operation with each other 
within the Pact. They emphasized also the importance of co-operation 
with other friendly countries, and noted with warm appreciation the 
technical and financial assistance made available to the individual 
member countries by friendly countries and international agencies, 


“The Committee decided to hold its next meeting in April 1956, in 
Tehran.’

THE COMMISSIONERS OF CUSTOMS and Excise find that, following 
the changes made in the Autumn Budget (see Notice No. 78L), 
doubt exists as to the proper classification of certain narrow fabrics 
and cords. The correct position is as follows: 

Under Group 6: 

Tapes (including hook and eye tapes), ribbons, braids, bindings, 
gimps, galloons, webs and webbing, frillings, fringes, ruches, 
elastic fabrics, mattress and other pipings, and tubular fabrics. 

Under Group 4: 
Elastic cord; crepe and lacing cords, 
Eyeglass cords are no longer regarded as chargeable under Group 4 
(but ‘coreless’ tubular fabrics sometimes known as eyeglass cords 
remain chargeable under Group 6). 


Domestic draught excluders remain chargeable under Group 11 (a) 
at the rate of 30 per cent.

Sir, - We have read with great interest your article of January 7 


on Salvador entitled “Why our Competitors are Beating us in an Open 
Dollar Market.’ 


This Company has always tried to operate in the manner your 
article requires. Our catalogues are in Spanish, with metric units. 
We quote in United States dollars c.i.f. La Libertad and have never 
refused reasonable credits. Our letters are always written in Spanish. 
We have visited Salvador, although not often enough. 

Our delivery promises, when made, are reasonably kept, but this 
is of no avail against the fact that there are no direct sailings from 
United Kingdom ports to La Libertad. German, Dutch, French and 
even Nicaraguan (MAMENIC) lines have regular services from 
Hamburg, Bremen, Antwerp, Amsterdam and Le Havre. We are 
confined to transhipments at one of these ports or at Cristobal 
(Panama) with no control over arrival at destination. 

Until this situation is remedied we cannot hope to re-establish our 
position in Salvador, nor for that matter in the neighbouring republics 
of Costa Rica, Nicaragua, Honduras and Guatemala, all of which 
are what you term ‘Open Dollar Markets.’ — Yours, etc.

The National Boat Show 


To the Editor, of the Board of Trade Journal 

Sir, — Nobody reading the article on ‘New Materials and Techniques 
Displayed at the National Boat Show’ in your issue of January 7 would 
have realized that nine out of ten of the craft exhibited were of timber 
or plywood construction. Neither would they have learned anything 
of the wide use being made of the interesting new techniques in wood, 
of which so many examples were to be seen. 

The boatbuilding industry is pre-eminent in the extent to which 
it has adopted and developed all that is most modern in methods of 
timber utilization. Glued laminated timber, for instance, is now widely 
used for structural components such as keels, frames and deck beams, 
the one hundred foot long inshore mine sweeper being perhaps an 
outstanding example in this field. The hot moulding and the cold 
mouiding of plywood shells, the use of ‘new’ hardwoods, glued 
planking and continuous plywood planking are other interesting 
developments. 

Wood is not a new material for boatbuilding, but it should not be 
assumed that for this reason it has nothing new to offer in this, or 
indeed in any other industry. — Yours, etc.

Export Credits Guarantees 


“THE EXPORT CREDITS GUARANTEE DEPARTMENT report that 
during the quarter ended December 31, 1955, the Department assumed 
liability : 

(a) under Section 1 of the Export Guarantees Act, 1949 (as amended 
by the 1951 and 1952 Acts) up to a maximum of £80,452,276 
in respect of guarantees amounting to £144,386,348; 
under Section 2 of the Export Guarantees Act, 1949 (as amended 
by the 1952 Act), up to a maximum of £8,894,315 in respect 
of guarantees amounting to £13,582,314. e 
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Payments by War Damage 
Commission in 1955 


THE WAR DAMAGE Commission paid out £27} million during 1955 
compared with £32 million in 1954 and £38 million in 1953. The 
average weekly rate of payments in the last quarter of 1955 was 
£506,000. 

The Commission paid 21,000 ‘cost of works’ claims for repairs 
during the year, and made 6,700 payments on account or as instal- 
ments. The amount involved was £22} million of which about £5 
million was for the repair and rebuilding of houses. 

Other principal items were: commercial buildings, £54 million; 
factories, £4 million; churches, £3} million; shops, £2} million. 
The average amount of each claim paid during 1955 was £1,070 
compared with £700 in 1954 and £500 in 1953. 


Value payments amounted to £44 million, of which £} million 
related to houses. Greater London’s share of the total was £15} 
million. 

Total war damage payments by the Commission now amount to 
£1,174 million in 4,678,000 separate payments. Contributions by 
areey owners during and after the war amounted to nearly £200 
million, 





Businessmen Going Abroad

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Yarn Production in the Cotton Industry 


PRODUCTION of cotton, spun rayon and mixture yarn for the week 
ending December 24, 1955, was 16-51 million lbs., compared with 
18-21 million Ibs. for the previous week and 17-96 million Ibs. for 
the corresponding week of 1954. 


Guide to Air Transport 


Businessmen concerned with the transportation by air of both 
personnel and goods will find much useful information in Croner’s 
Air Transportation Guide, published by Croner Publications Ltd., 
143 London Road, Kingston, Surrey, price 25s., by post 27s. The 
guide is contained in a loose-leaf ring-binder so that the information 
contained in it may be kept up to date by means of a monthly Amend- 
ment Service of loose sheets. The subscription to the Amendment 
Service is 10s. a quarter, including postage. 

The guide, which has been designed to assist all classes of exporters 
and shippers of goods, and also travellers, from the United Kingdom 
to obtain information quickly, is divided into four parts: a directory 
of all air companies with addresses and telephone numbers; general 
information about freight; passenger regulations; information about 
air services in overseas countries with notes on climate, clothing 
required, currency, passport requirements, visa and health regula- 
tions. An index of countries and principal cities is also included. 
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Output and Employment in the Cotton Industry 
in November 


Output per week in the cotton industry in November showed little 
change from October and remained substantially below the level of 
November 1954. Employment figures were virtually the same as for 
October in the number actually at work during the period, a very 
slight increase in the spinning and doubling section being counter- 
acted by a comparably small reduction in the weaving section; the 
number on firms’ books at the end of the period was slightly more 
than in October, the rise being confined to the spinning and doubling 
section. Compared with November 1954, the number actually at 
work during the period was 11 per cent. less and the number on 
firms’ books 10 per cent. less. 


‘Total production of single yarn in 11 months to the end of November 
was one-tenth less than in the same period of 1954; on the same 


comparison 7 per cent. less cotton yarn was doubled and 9 per cent. 
less cloth was woven. 


On a working day basis there was a rise in output of all types of 


single yarn compared with October, particularly of spun rayon and 
mixture and fine cotton yarns. The rates for the month of November 
and for the year to the end of November, however, were 14 and 
12 per cent., respectively, less than in the same periods of 1954, The 
rate at which cotton yarn was doubled showed no change from 
October, a very small reduction in output of coarser yarns (counts up 
to 26) being compensated by a rise of 3 per cent. in output of medium 
and fine yarns (counts over 26). Eight per cent. less yarn was doubled 
per working day than in November 1954 and the rate to the end of 
November 1955 was 9 per cent. less than for January to November 
1954. 


Cloth was woven at a rate very slightly below the October level; 
output of spun rayon and mixture cloth showed virtually no change, 
but output of cotton cloth was less by 2 per cent. Compared with a 
year earlier, 16 per cent. less cloth was woven per working day in 
November and the rate for January to November was 11 per cent. 
less.

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Sales Continue at High Level in November 


SALES OF WHOLESALE textile houses continued at a high level in 
November, reflecting no doubt the very high level of retail sales this 
Autumn. The seasonal fall in sales between October and November 
was not as sharp as in rect.t years and November sales were as much 
as 13 per cent. above those in the corresponding month of 1954, 
those in October being 9 per cent. above the previous year. These 
increases were in sharp contrast to the experience of the year up to 
the end of September when sales had been only about the same as in 
the corresponding period a year ago. 

Increases over sales in November 1954 were reported in all main 
sectors. Sales of women’s, girls’ and children’s wear as a whole were 
10 per cent. higher than a year earlier, and this increase was shared 
to a varying degree by all sub-categories except millinery and artificial 
flowers (sales of which were slightly below the 1954 le level). Sales of 
women’s knitted outwear and underwear and girls’ and children’s 
wear showed very substantial increases (16-24 per cent.) over a year 
ago; more modest increases (of 1-4 per cent.) were reported in the 
remaining sectors. Sales of men’s and boys’ wear showed a very 
substantial increase over November 1954; sales in this category, 
which normally fall sharply between October and November, showed 
a slight increase between the two months and were the highest recorded 
for November for some years. The recovery in sales of piece-goods 
reported in October continued in November with a further substantial 
increase over the corresponding period of 1954. Varying increases 
over 1954 were reported in all the miscellaneous categories. 

The normal slight seasonal contraction in stocks was experienced 
in November, the level reported at the end of the month continuing 
substantially below the end-month level a year ago. The only important 
category to show an increase over end-November 1954 was piece- 
goods; stocks of women’s, etc., wear and men’s wear remained 
substantially below the levels reported a year earlier.

Plastics Progress 1955 

‘Plastics Progress 1955’ is edited by Mr. Phillip Morgan and pub- 
lished for British Plastics by lliffe & Sons Ltd. at 50s. Od. (by post 
51s. 8d.). The material in the book is based on papers and discussions 
at the British Plastics Convention held in June 1955 and consists of 
chapters under nine heads. These are: Polymerstructure and p: : 
Expanded plastics; Thermoplastics; Extrusion; Work a and 
productivity; Injection moulding; Patents; Foundry resins; and Glass 
reinforced plastics. 

Many of the papers given at the Convention derived from original 
investigations, and for these papers the book provides the first 


publication. For example, the long Paper on ‘Fundamental problems 
lasti ’ contains 


mouldability of a plastics material which may be of importance in 
future testing procedure. 

Five papers were given on glass reinforced plastics, once again 
demonstrating the interest and developments in this field. 


Problems and Control of Air-Pollution 


Distinguished air-pollution experts from six countries, as well as 
many from the United States, participated in the First International 
Congress on Air-Pollution held in New York in March last year. The 
papers they presented have been published in a volume entitled 
Problems and Control of Air-Pollution, obtainable from Chapman and 
Hall, 37 Essex Street, London, W.C.2, price 60s. 

The book surveys the problem of air-pollution and its effects. 
Among the subjects discussed is the cause and effect of British smog 
and remedies proposed to counteract it. Another is the treatment and 
recovery of sulphur dioxide from burning fuels or processing opera- 
tions. It is believed that the problem of ensuring cleaner air in 
industrial areas is largely dependent on the effective control of this gas. 

Other chapters include public relations aspects and experience in 
air-pollution abroad. The book is illustrated with pictures and dia‘ 
grams and there are bibliographic notes. 


Interest in the New Towns 


The January issue of Town and Country Planning (The Planning 
Centre, 28 King Street, W.C.2, 2s. 6d.) deals with the progress of all 
the new towns to the end of 1955. Besides facts and figures it contains 
special articles on such particular aspects as industry, finance, educa- 
tion, social life, playing fields, and the future ownership of the towns, 

Visitors from France, Germany, Greece, the Netherlands, Norway, 
Spain, Sweden, Turkey, Australia, Canada, the United States and 
Japan contribute to the series of 21 articles. Some of them make 
criticisms of detail, and all see the new towns from different angles ~ 
mostly very different from the angle of the President of the Royal 
Academy, who makes a brief attack on the contemporary architectura} 
fashion. But the main thing that stands out is the interest the British 
policy of new towns has excited abroad. 


Survey of Scottish Exports 


‘The Scotsman Survey of Scottish Exports 1956’ (price 1s.) is 
worthy of the newspaper office from which it comes, Seventy-six 
pages of text, photographs and advertisements give an impressive 
picture of the expansion of old, and growth of new industries in 
Scotland, and of their achievements in export markets. The number 
and variety of manufacturing trades represented in the survey is 
very large — testimony alike to local enterprise and to the successful 
migration of capital from south of the Border into the Scottish 
Development areas. 

There are instructive articles of interest to exporters everywhere in 
the United Kingdom — notably an a of the Canadian market 
by Mr. James S. Duncan, Chairman of the Dollar Sterling Trade 
Council, and a reprint of ‘How to Quote Prices for the United States 
Market’ from the Board of Trade Journal of July 30 last. These and 
others on related topics should have a wide appeal to i 
business overseas or di by the results of thei 
They may derive guidance, too, from the experiences reported in the 
survey by some of its contributors in Scottish industry.

Much of the initiative for this three-nation conference was, as 
previously, taken by Britain, whose 17-man delegation was organized 
by the British Standards Institution and led by Mr. Stanley Harley, 
Chairman of the Coventry Gauge and Tool Co., Ltd., and who at 
that time was also Chairman of the B.S.I. Engineering Divisional 
Council.

The materials, construc- 
tion, workmanship, scantlings, raountings and fittings have been 
specified with a view to satisfying insurance requirements for. this 
type of autoclave. Price 3s. 


Flammability Test 

The Department of Scientific and Industrial Research — Fire Offices 
Committee Joint Fire Research Organization have developed a simple 
test for general use in measuring the flammability of thin flexible 
materials. This test has been embodied in B.S. 476, Pt. 2:1955 which 
has now been published under the title of ‘Flammability test for thin 
flexible materials.’ 

The test strips of material are fitted into a simple frame and the 
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distance of burning measured, and from this the hagard presented by 
the class of material is assessed and graded to a favre of merit ‘eh! 
can be related to the vertical flame speed. 

The vertical flame speed is, of course, the maximum rate of "al 
for most materials and, therefore, reflects the condition of greatest 
hazard. 


‘The method of test is applicable to any thin flexible material which 
can be bent round the frame; and the method of.assessment is not 
difficult, although to ensure accurate comparisons it. is. necessary to 
acquire a degree of competence. Thus the standard emphasizes that 
the hazard presented by a particular class of material shall be deter- 
mined by a competent authority who can assess the classification best 
suited to the particular circumstances. 

The standard itself does not attempt to classify the materials, 
but in an appendix a formula and monogram are given for calculating 
a figure of merit which is roughly equal to the reciprocal of the vertical 
flame speed in inches per second x 100, i.e. materials with a large 
figure of merit propagate flame slowly and vice versa. 

Detailed drawings are also given for the construction of the 
apparatus; but the complete apparatus is now available from some 
manufacturers of laboratory apparatus. Price 2s. 6d. 


Code of Practice for Gas Cooking Installations 


The Council for Codes of Practice of the British Standards Institu- 
tion announces the publication of Code 332.402:1955, ‘Gas cooking 
installations (school meals),’ prepared on their behalf by a Committee 
convened by the Institution of Gas Engineers. 

It deals principally with the selection and installation of the gas 
cooking equipment for preparing and serving meals in day schools, 
boarding schools and technical colleges. The Code recommendations 
have been designed to meet the general requirements of the ‘Standard 
for school premises regulations,’ S.1. 1954, No. 473, ‘that adequate and 
suitable facilities shall be provided for a school meals service.’ 

Terms used throughout the Code are defined; points to be con- 
sidered when designing the kitchen are set out and a list of relevant 
British Standards and Codes of Practice is included. 

The Code makes specific recommendations regarding planning and 
consultation between the trades employed and gives guidance on the 
siting of various items of cooking equipment to avoid cross-traffic 
and to allow for easy performance of each operation within the 
kitchen space. The various types of appliances are described and 
recommendations made on points of design. An Appendix gives a 
table of suggested sizes of equipment, related to the number of diners 
for whom provision is to be made for the school meals service. This 
table has been drawn up to meet the requirements of the Ministry 
of Education. 

Advice is also given on metering, governors and controls, ventilation 
and fire precautions. Price 3s. 

Mains-operated Electric Fence Controllers (B.S. 2632 : 1955) 

Since the issue in 1945 of B.S. 1222 (‘Battery-operated electric 
fences’) experience, particularly on the continent of Europe and in 
America, has indicated that a mains-operated fence controller may 
be advantageous in some circumstances. The B.S.1. has, therefore, 
issued B.S. 2632, ‘Mains-operated electric fence controllers.’ The 
standard has been based largely on the requirements of Publication 
No. 5 of the International Commission on Rules for the Approval of 
Electrical Equipment (C.E.E.). Modifications, however, have been 
made where necessary to conform to accepted British practice. 

The standard refers to devices through which electric fences are 
electrified for the purpose of the enclosure of livestock, or for purposes 
such as preventing birds from settling or roosting on buildings or other 
structures. Price 3s. 6d. 


Terms Relating to the Performance of Measuring Instru- 
ments (B.S. 2643 : 1955) 

The British Standards Institution has recently issued this glossary 
of terms relating to the performance of measuring instruments. The 
definitions in this Glossary have been designed, as far as possible, to 
cover general application to instruments of a wide variety and no 
attempt has been made to define particular types of instruments, or 
terms associated with particular types of accuracy. B.S. 2643 relates 
to instruments designed to measure a range of values of some variable 
quantity, of both the indicating and recording types: and it contains 
definitions of the fundamental terms which have a béaring on per- 
fermance. Price 3s.

Dimensions of Impulse Magnetos (Unscreened and Screened) 
(B.S. 2688 : 1955) 

This new British Standard (price 5s.) applies to the dimensions of 
base mounted and spigot impulse magnetos for internal combustion 
engines as follows: 

(a) ‘P’ type base mounted impulse magnetos (unscreened and 


screened). 

(b) “T’ type base mounted impulse magnetos (unscreened and 
screened). 

(c) ‘Y’ type spigot mounted impulse magneto (unscreened and 
screened). 


The standard deals only with the dimensions of unscreened and 
screened viene magnetos necessary to ensure interchangeability.

Japan a Market Worth Keener Attention 


This article is contributed by the Commercial Counsellor at the British Embassy in Tokyo. The Commercial Relations and 
Exports Department of the Board of Trade, Horse Guards Avenue, London, S.W.1, will be glad to answer any questions 
the article may suggest. 


JAPAN NOW RANKS sixth among the importing countries of the 
world. Japan is an industrial country, and her imports are those of an 
industrial country — food-stuffs, raw materials and specialised manu- 
factures. Out of total imports of £440 million in the first half of 1955, 
87.7 per cent. were foodstuffs, raw materials and semi-manufactured 
goods. The remainder was divided up as follows: 


5.6 per cent. machinery and transport equipment 
3.1 per cent. manufactured goods 

3 per cent. chemicals 

0.5 per cent. beverages and tobacco, 


Sinee The United Kingdom is a supplier of manufactured goods 
tather than of raw materials, her share in Japan’s imports during this 
period was no more than £5.7 million or 1.3 per cent. The year 1954 
was a time of sterling shortage in Japan; and imports from the United 
Kingdom and from the Sterling Area in general fell off substantially 
from the levels recorded in 1953. In 1955, with an improvement in her 
general foreign exchange and sterling position, Japan imported raw 
materials more liberally, but was still reluctant to licence freely the 
import of goods the demand for which can be supplied from domestic 
production. The prospects for imports of United Kingdom and 
colonial goods in the twelve months ending September 30, 1956 were 
examined during the negotiations which ended on October 17, and 
the Japanese Government made it clear that they intended to provide 
opportunities for modest imports of a wide range of United Kingdom 
consumer goods and to provide facilities for about 40 per cent. more 
United Kingdom machinery than in 1954. They also undertook to 
license imports of woollen textile manufactures up to £2.8 million 
from October 1955 to September 1956, and also whisky, gin and 
confectionery (as in the previous arrangements) and poplins. The 
opportunities for United Kingdom exports during the year are 
estimated at about £18 million. 


An Expanding Market If... 


If the Japanese are able to pay their way in the world and to 
maintain their present standard of living, Japan will be an expanding 
market for both capital equipment and consumer goods for many 
years to come. Her present population is 89 million, and is rising 
(despite a falling birthrate) to an estimated 100 millions about 1970 
and a peak of about 110 millions near the end of the century. Another 
11 million people, or more, will have to be found food, clothing and 
jobs. Most of the extra food will have to come from abroad, and so 
will the raw materials for the extra manufactures needed. 


The present standard of living is not high, but it is probably the 
highest in Asia and is not much below that of Italy. (Similarly, Japan’s 
foreign trade is just below that of Italy). If Japan is to expand her 
exports of certain cheap consumer goods she is likely to find it 
necessary, in return, to allow import facilities for the manufactured 
goods of other countries, many of which are highly competitive, with 
her own products. Moreover there will always be a small but steady 
demand for imported consumer goods of high quality; not merely 
Bradford piecegoods, or biscuits and chocolate, but also (for example) 
other groceries, men’s hats, shoes, pressure tape, or linoleum. 


Here it must be admitted that those goods which were well-known 
im Japan thirty years ago when Japan was less self-sufficient have a 
great advantage, as the Japanese are extremely conservative in their 
buying. Of Scotch whisky, for instance, five or six brands are in great 
demand; any other brand name arouses no interest, and is assumed to 
be no better than the Japanese kind. 

_ As might be expected, there is a fair market for manufactures such 
as chemicals or essential oils which are imported for further processing

into finished goods. Up to now, the United Kingdom share of the 
market has been limited by the hot competition from the United 
States in particular, and also from most Western European countries, 
It is not easy to persuade consumers to change their source of supply. 
while the system of import licensing tends to freeze the proportion of 
the trade coming from each source. 


Demand for Machinery 


Conservatism would perhaps also be the keynote in buying mach- 
inery, and would favour the continued import of well-known British 
equipment, if the authorities permitted it. However, it appears to be 
now the settled practice of the import licensing authorities to grant 
applications for small numbers of new and up-to-date machines not 
made in Japan, and thereafter to expect that those machines will be 
made in Japan under licence, or at any rate that a similar process can 
be devised by a Japanese machinery maker. This attitude seems to 
derive from the preoccupation of the government with employment 
and maintenance of the standard of living, and the desire — which i is 
quite recent —to attain economic independence from America. It is 
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indeed discouraging to sellers abroad to find that the market for a 
particular mark of machine is so short-lived. 

Nonetheless, American makers have developed a substantial trade 
in a great variety of machinery, and imports from Germany have 
risen steadily in the past three years to a considerably greater value 
than imports from the United Kingdom. Notable imports include 
testing apparatus of all kinds, especially electrical and electronic; 
precision machine tools of all kinds; office machinery ; textile finishing 
machinery; food processing machinery; heavy electrical machinery; 
steelworks plant; and considerable quantities of contractors’ plant. 
The three last-named have in part been bought with the aid of loans 
from the International Bank, and further loans are now under dis- 
cussion in Washington. Those most imminent concern drainage and 
land development in the northern island of Hokkaido, reclamation in 
northern Honshu and the irrigation of the land south of Nagoya in 
central Honshu. Interest has lately sprung up in the peaceful develop- 
ment of atomic energy, and isotopes are imported both from the 
United Kingdom and the United States. 


Bigger British Effort Would Pay 


American and continental machinery makers seem to be more 
assiduous in cultivating the market than most British makers. Many 
Japanese firms which are favourably disposed towards British products 
complain that they are not supplied with enough literature, that 
British businessmen and machinery specialists do not pay enough 
visits to Japan, and that visiting Japanese businessmen to the United 
Kingdom experience difficulty in obtaining permission to visit 
factories. 

In all these ways the United Kingdom compares unfavourably with 
the United States and the continent. On the other hand, United 
Kingdom prices are reasonably favourable although delivery dates are 
poor. To sum up, there is considerable opportunity for expanding 
British exports of machinery in general and of high precision, mass 
production and heavy machinery in particular, but more effort must 
be expended by the British manufacturer if he is to compete seriously 
with United States and German firms. 

For the sale of any kind of goods in Japan an agent is essential. 
It is important to note that very few Japanese manufacturers import or 
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export on their own account; by long established custom, 
oat! thing ts handed’ Uy chaxciaot beahon af Which thee © on 
endless variety. An agent may be one of these merchant firms, or 
firm working through one or more merchant as 
commission agency. For selling machinery or other heavy equipment 
visits by technical sales representatives from the United Kingdom are 
strongly recommended, but, unless the ground has been well-prepared 
by an agent, immediate results should not be expected. The Japanese 
industrialist likes to consider every possible aspect before committing 
himself to a purchase. 


Importance of Patents 


A point which is often neglected by i 
facturers is the taking out of patents in Japan. Japan is an adherent 


first registration elsewhere. After six months the invention is our 
to have been published, and registration in Japan becomes ve 
difficult. If there is no registration, there is normally no legal cuealp 
against imitation. 

There is also the possibility that a Japanese may register a patent 
for the same invention, and may be able to claim royalties on any 
British-made goods embodying the invention which are imported 
into Japan. Anyone, therefore, who has any expectation of selling 
goods in Japan should see to the proper registration of his patents, 
trade marks and designs, and should entrust the policing of them to 
his agent. 

All imports are subject to licensing. The system works in an inverse 
way from ours. The Ministry of International Trade and Industry 
(M.I.T.I. for short) authorizes the grant of foreign exchange, and 
import licences are obtained from the foreign exchange banks. 
Important raw materials such as foodstuffs, rubber, certain textile 
fibres such as jute and hemp, certain non-ferrous ores, tanning 
extracts, some dyestuffs and chemicals are importable under the 
Automatic Approval System (the nearest equivalent to our Open 
General Licence), under which an import licence is granted by the 
foreign exchange banks without prior application to M.I.T.I. For

everything else prior allocation of foreign exchange must be obtained 
from M.I.T.1. Key materials under strict government control come 
in this category; examples are rice and wheat, wood pulp, cotton and 
wool, iron ore, steel scrap, non-ferrous metals, coal, and crude oil. 
Most manufactured goods are also included in it, and there is special 
provision for miscellaneous items, which figure largely in the United 
Kingdom trade with Japan. 


Imports of a number of commodities can be made by use of export 
retention funds officially known as the ‘Special Foreign Exchange 
Fund Allocation System.’ In order to encourage exports, the govern- 
ment reserves 5 per cent. of the value of export invoice values to 
exporters, the accrued funds being made available for imports of 
specified items. Certificates.ere issued to exporters on completion of 
each export transaction and ‘these are often re-assigned to importers 
at an unofficial premium. Certain man goods which cannot 


be imported under the normal import control system may be imported 
under this arrangement. 
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New Bank in Egypt 


Law No. 471. recently published in the Journal Officiel has 
authorized the Egyptian Government to participate in the formation 
of a company setting up the new bank approved by the Government 
in January 1955, to be known as the Republic Bank, with a capital 
of £E2 millions divided into shares of £E2. 

Government participation will take the form of a subscription to a 
maximum of 25 per cent. of the initial issue of shares, on condition 
that the Minister of Finance shall exercise control over the Bank’s 
activities. Furthermore, the Government will be represented on the 
Board of Directors by not less than three members, and the Chairman 
of the Board and the managing director of the Bank must receive 
governmental approval of their appointments. 

The Bank’s activities will include all normal banking transactions 
as well as the granting of long-term loans against security. 


Dominican Republic’s New 
Bankruptcy Law 


A NEW BANKRUPTCY LAW, No, 4334, came into force in the 
Dominican Republic on November 23 and replaces all previous laws 
on this subject. 

The law provides, inter alia that no trader in the Dominican 
Republic may be declared bankrupt, either at his own instance or at 
that of his creditors, until a full examination of his affairs has been 
made by an Official Commission. The Commission, acting through 
the Secretariat of State for Industry, Commerce and Banking, is 
empowered to call a meeting to effect an amicable settlement of debts 
over a period, provided agreement can be reached by a two-thirds 
majority of creditors whose claims have been discussed and admitted. 

Under the law all creditors must be notified of the debtor's claims 
and proposals. Creditors domiciled outside the country must be 
notified by registered airmail letter or by telegram and have a period 
of fifteen days in which to present their proof and title of claim.

Austria and Hungary 


THE BOARD OF TRADE have been informed that a Trade Protocol 
between Austria and Hungary was signed in Vienna on November 23, 
1955. 

The lists of goods to be exchanged which were drawn up are valid 
for one year from September 1, 1955, and envisage trade to a value 
of some 23 million accounting dollars in each direction. 

Austrian exports to Hungary will include sawn timber, timber 
products, magnesite, talc, cellulose, paper, iron and steel products, 
machinery and chemicals. 

Hungarian exports to Austria will include grain, lard, pigs, poultry, 
eggs, fruit, vegetables and seeds, chemicals, fuel oil and machinery.

Brazilian Payments 


AN ANNOUNCEMENT by the Treasury states that representatives 
of the Governments of Brazil, Belgium, Luxembourg, the Federation 
of Germany, the Netherlands and the United Kingdom met in Bonn 
on January 16 under the chairmanship of Minister Dr. E. P. Barbosa da 
Silva to review the progress made in the development of their multi- 
lateral payments arrangements. 

It was agreed that the new system was functioning smoothly and 
offered good prospects for a steady and mutually beneficial expansion 
of the trade between Brazil and her European partners on a non- 
discriminatory basis. It was expected that the new system would be 
extended in the coming months by the participation of other countries. 


Burma and Poland 


A TRADE AGREEMENT, valid for three years, between Burma and 
Poland was signed in Rangoon on November 1. Full details are not 
available, but under the Agreement Burma will export rice and other 
agricultural products, minerals and ores, timber, rubber and other 
goods and will import consumer goods, machinery, ships, river craft, 
motor vehicles and other capital equipmer:t. 

A separate one year protocol was signed at the same time; this 
provides for Burma to supply 50,000 to 60,000 tons of rice in exchange 
for goods of the descriptions set out in the preceding paragraph. 

The Agreement also provides for the establishment of a permanent 
Polish Trade Mission in Burma. 


Burma and Israel 


A THREE YEAR TRADE AGREEMENT has recently been concluded 
between Israel and the Government of the Union of Burma. Under 
this, Burma will supply rice and raw materials in for

Finland and Poland 


A TRADE AGREEMENT covering trade in 1956 between Finland and 
Poland was signed in Warsaw on November 28, 1955. 

Total trade in both directions is estimated at U.S.$57 million. 
Although no separate figures are given, Finland’s exports to Poland 
will be lower than her imports, the difference being set against Finland’s 
trading surplus with the Soviet Union. 

Polish exports will include coal, tractors, motor vehicles and spare 
parts, salt, raw film, zinc white, linen piece-goods and rolled products. 
Finnish exports will include felspar, iron ore, copper, cardboard and 
staple fibre, paper cellulose, condensor paper and machinery appliances 
and spare parts.

Documentary Credits Now Obligatory 


By CIRCULAR No. 2352 of December 22, the Argentine Central

THE TEXT of a ruling which the South African Director of Imports 
and Exports has given about permit conversions for restricted list 
items is given below. (Government Notice No. 2350 of November 25, 
to which reference is made, was reproduced in the Board of Trade 
Journal, page 1288, on December 10.) 


‘Interpretation of the first sentence of paragr 
of Government Notice No. 2350 of November

‘ “Separate permits will be issued in respect of every individual 
item appearing on the ‘Restricted List’ which the importer desires to 
import and the information submitted in accordance with paragraph 
4 above should show separate particulars of the | different items of

‘ “Other individual items” in this sentence is interpreted to mean every 
customs tariff item and not every individual article listed against the items. 
In other words, only one application need be made in respect of the many 

oods shown against customs tariff item No. ex 335 in the Government 
otice referred to. Similarly, the sub-divisions of customs tariff items in 
the Notice should not be regarded as separate items. To illustrate, biscuits, 
cakes, puddings and pastries are shown against customs tariff item 3 (1), 
and dog biscuits, cakes, etc., are shown against item 3 (3).

THE THAI MINISTRY OF INDUSTRIES has issued the following an- 
nouncement about the promotion of industries in Thailand: 
Whereas His Majesty’s Government has a steadfast policy in order 
to promote inland industries and to support industrialists, both Thais 
and por rt to carry on the industries freely, it is hereby notified 
as regards the rules and modes of promotion of industries in general, 


as follows: 
Categories of Industries 

1. The investments of the Thais or foreigners in the industrial field, in 
general may be made freely, whether it be the investments of the Thais as 
a whole, or the investment of the foreigners as a whole, or it may be formed 
into a company or partnership of any kind. 

The Government will not interfere with the ordinary undertaking of the 
work of the industrialist, and will not grant privileges to any person, even 
to the organizations of the Government itself, which undertake the activities 
of the same or similar category. 

2. The following activities are the exceptions of Article 1, viz.: 

(a) The activities reserved for the State: 

(1) psa Hy of armaments including ammunitions and explosives, 
ting fireworks ; 
8 Pr Fredasten of cigarettes; 
(3) Railway work; 
(4) Harbour work; 
(5) Internal Civil Aviation work. 
(b) The activities for which the industrialist must execute a 
contract with the Government:

All these will be entered into an agreement with the owners of the 
industrial activities according to Section 18 of the Act on Promotion of 
Industries, B.E.2497.

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Import Licensing for First Half of 1956 


THE UNITED KINGDOM Trade Commissioner at New Delhi has 
forwarded a copy of the Government of India publication containing 
details of India’s Import licencing policy for the period January-June 
1956. Details of the licensing regulations governing imports from the 
Soft Currency Area are given in the schedule of which a first instal- 
ment is printed below. We hope to continue it next week. 


2. Importers are divided into four main categories: (a) established 
importers; (b) actual users; (c) newcomers; and (d) others. The bulk 
of licences are issued to established importers, mainly on the basis of 
quotas calculated on a fixed percentage of past imports in a chosen 
base year. For some items licences are also issued to other categories 
of importers subject to certain conditions. A limited number of 
commodities are ‘liberally’ licensed to all categories. 


3. The period of validity of import licences is shown at column 4 of 
the Schedule below, but see also notice in Board of Trade Journal of 
November 13, 1954, page 1058. All licences valued at Rs. 2,500 or 
less will, however, be valid for 12 months, irrespective of the period 
indicated against the item in the Schedule. 


4. The schemes for the licensing of Capital Goods and Heavy 
Electrical Plant will continue in force during the January-June 1956 
period. Details may be obtained on application (see note 5 to the 
Schedule below). 


5. Unauthorized imports are liable to be severely penalized. 
United Kingdom exporters are advised, therefore, not to enter into 
firm commitments with ‘importers’ or arrange for the shipment of any 


licensable goods without first ascertaining from the importer that 
he holds a valid import licence. 

6. The Schedule below may possibly contain words which are 
registered in the United Kingdom as trade marks in relation to certain 
types of goods.

AN INTERNATIONAL FISHERY TRADE FAIR is to be held in 
Copenhagen from May 18 to 27 this year and will be the first inter- 
national fair of its kind to take piace in Scandinavia. It will be 
accommodated in the Forum Building and also at the harbour at 
Sydhaven. 

Groups of exhibits will include fish export, canning, oil rendering 
and meal manufacture; clothing; fishing equipment; packaging 
materials; cold storage and refrigeration; marine engines; machinery;

echo sounding equipment. 

Temporary halls are to be built on an area of 20,000 square metres 
by the waterside in the harbour section. In this section can be shown 
working marine engines, fish transport lorries and other exhibits which 
cannot be displayed or demonstrated in the Forum Building. On one 
side of the harbour section there is a quay where deep water fishing 
vessels and larger craft can be stationed and on the other side there is 
a space where smaller fishing boats can be displayed.
